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WHAT THE RUSSIANS AND JAPANESE 


HAVE BEEN DOING 
SFPSISSSSIIITIIFIIITITS 


Paris, April 4—According to a 
report received here to-day, the 
Russians have decided not to leave 
Wiju without a hard struggle. 
Their struggles are apparently 
near at hand as the Japs are now 
but five miles from Wiju. 


Chefoo, April 4—On the heights 
of Yong Hampo, the flags of Japan | 
are flying above the camp of the! 
thirty-eight infantry regiment of 
Osaka. Across the river and in| 
full view with a field glass is the 
barred flag of Russia above several 
camps in and abeut Antung. 
There may be some of the Mishti- 
cunkos Cossacks northeast of Yony 
Hampo in the small mountain 
ranges near Wiju, but if so, these 
are the only soldiers of the Czar 
left to contest the movement of 
the Japanese army, which has 
swept north and northeast from 
Changiju since last ‘Tuesday. The 
Pinto. which left the harbor of 
Yong Hampo on Friday says that 
everything is peaceful near Yalu 
and that no sign of Russian cay- 
alry has been observed in three 
days. The Japanese cruisers 
Takao and Yalyam are in the har- 
bor with the torpedo boats Hasbi- 
taka and Awataka. 


Shanghai, April 4—It is eredit- 
ubly reported here that the Japs 
are operating in an irregular loz- 
enge shaped area whose corners 
are intended to be Antung, New 
Chwang, Kirano and Vladivostok. 
One force of 105,000 troops has 


been landed opposite Takushan in 


Southern Manchuria and is marcli- 


ing north and north-west; another 
army of 40,000 men, landed in 
north western Corea and is march- 
ing toward Yalu River. The 
third force is unknown.
